Jhearttly crave pour foꝛgiveneſſe, good bother foy my impattence, 
and hope yon will aſcribe it to the heat of my ardent zeale, which often 
bzeaketh into palſion: Fo2 my ſelfe, Jam the Donne of Adam, who be- 
got me in his innocencie; J foltow his ffeps befoꝛe he fell: that is, J am 
an Adamite: And though at this pꝛeſent pou ſee me cloathed in garments, 
which in verfty and truth ought not to be wozne but by the wicked, pet 
know, that When we expound, we lap afide thoſe ſuperſtitious weeds and 
toberings of our bodies: and as my father Adam was naked, whilſt he was 
in Paradiſe, fo doe we pꝛopheſienaked; that is fo lap, free fram fin, as 
our Father was whilſt he was naked.

Ad, Pot daily no, we have thzee daysa week fo meet upon mondayes, 
wenldapes, Efrivayes: The firft day is a day ol Conkerence on which dap 
we hold parle how to encreaſe t augment our number, and how to ſecure 
us from them that en vie ourinnocence:the ſecond dap is a day of humilia⸗ 
tion, whereon we humble our ſelves by faſting, and pꝛaying by the Spirit.

Ad. Pes, leſt wee chould be ſubfect fo the like caſualties our Father 
leds, ſo long as we ſo humble our ſelves, we are incapable of falling.

Adam. That is a dap ot retopcing: on that dap he on whom the Sptrit 
falls is led in ſtate between two ſiſters, and mounted on a Chaire, circled

The ſecond is a nakedneſſe ot ſfone-walls, and windowes full of Jdola- - 


trous pictures, Oꝛgans that bello lo like the Beat of Rome, oꝛ to interpzet 
it moze plainly : Pakednelle of a Church, is the third nakevneſſe meant 
and underſtood in my Text : ok all which, by the aſſiffance of the Spirit, 
in their ozder. And firſt foz nakedneſſe of garments. 
Thoſe that are naked, and uncloathed have no covering koz their ſins, 
whereas, thoſe that arc cloathed in fine raiment, like Dives ſpoken of in 


the Evangeliſt, have the viſible markes of the beatt: they are p2oud, - 
haughtie,and ambitious , they are gluttons and ſurfet with the Banners 
of pzide : many weare Cloaks foz their fins; yea , bzethzen and fiſfers 


double Cloaks, pea though they be ſhoꝛt Cloaks, pet theyare lin'd with 
Pluſh, they are out-landifhpluſhcloaks ; they ſmell of curſed Mahomet. 


Others mp belovedbzethzen and Siffers, weare Cloaks of red Scarlet, 


fide; large, and downe fo the hams, which are indeed covers foz their 


ins that are as red as ſcarlet; they are popiſh and idolatrous, ſoꝛ they are 


invented by the French: they weare alſo locks, like the curled locks of 
Antichziſt, to cover their eares, as if they were all Scriveners: long 
halre is the enſigne of pꝛide, and the woꝛld is full of theſe enũgnes. Nan, 
my beloved, thoſe that are the chiefe heads and Governours of the King- 
dome, the puniſhers of vice, maintaine it in themſelves , by wearing fide 
and long robes of Purple, and Scarlet, under which are hid innumerable 
multifudesofiniquifies. Nay, moztover, my beloved Bꝛethzen and Sf- 
ers, the popiſh Biſhops doe gird ſin to them, and keep it cloſe, as if 
they were in love with it, under their Canonicalt Caſſocks; which are 
bound to them with Leviticalt Surſingles, and upon them they wear large 
Surplices, made of fine linnen, line Dives that is ſpoksn of befoze ; and 
they weare upon them Gownes of bepond⸗ſea Sattens ; the very name 
Whereof is Adolatrie, becauſe it is a couſin German to Saten : thus much 
foz Pabits. Naw to the next popnt of Makednes, which is nakedneſſe 
ofa Church, They were naked, that is toſay, without a Church. 
Now beloved, we muſt conſider what a Church is. A very zealous 

Bꝛother had the unhappineſſe to be a bodkiſh Scholler, and tomwerftand 
the pꝛophane language of Rome, but beſo2e his death he was verie peni⸗ 


| tentfoz ft, and ſoꝛrowed exceedingly. He ſaid the name of a Church in 


the Jdolatrous Latin tongue was Eecleſia, Which is derived from a 


nelle; The firff is a nakednette, oz being vopd oz expert of garments to 
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I $,0phanethings called Bells were fr cr invented lo tali the people fo the

.- -Thirch: Beloved, J ſay tt is Adolatrte to habe Bells ia tze Church, in 
regard they call men ttzither, whereas they onght indeed to bee guided by 
the motions of the Spirit, and fo congregate themſelves together, and 
not bs called together by thole muſtcall Bells, Beis that doe ring Jdola- 
trie in Changes. There are fn thole Joolatrons Churches great bellowing 
Oꝛgans, that roare like the great beaſt ol Rome, witch the wicked cap 
is to ſtlrre up their devotion, Oh beloved, this aught not to be fo, J am 
ſure it is otherwiſe with us, who (whilſt wee are in this Parke ) are 
in innocence like our Father: our devotion is maze zealous, which is ones 
ly moved by the Spirit, and not by the calling together, and compulſion 
of the Bells and Dzgans. Theſe wicked beloved fing their pꝛayers in 
pꝛick long, they keep men and bopes put polelp fo2 ſinging, which are

J lap, that were invented by the Arch-Pzelateof Lambeth, wherein was 
Potty Canone, what then db re the Great Canons # Thenths Mintſters that 
p2each in thoſe Churches are learned and skilfull in the varietie of 
tongues, ſuch as were at the confuſton of Babel, which J hope will be the 
confaſionof their Church; fo2 it was the confaſton of languages that pul- 
led do wne that high ſteeple, that Grantham ſpire fteeple of Babel: They 
fpeake in that Idolatrous tongue Latine ſo boldlp as they doe in the 
Maſſes, and without contradict tons my beloved, they give Logicall Rea- 
ſons too which is moſt abhominable: they read pꝛapers likewiſe upon the 
book, and not pꝛa by the motion ofthe ſpirit that reigneth within them: 
and beloved moze than all this, they perloꝛme theſe ſuper ſtitious offices in 
their Cloathes , which is moze abhominable than all the reft ; foz were 
thetr actions never ſo good, being done intheircloaths, it is moſt pꝛophane. 
Poꝛeo ver beloved in theſe Churches there are great windo wes, nap pain⸗ 
ted winds wes, J ſay unto you windowes full of Images and Pictures; 
and the wicked doe kneele when they pzap, and doe look upon theſe Ima- 
ges, which is meere poperie it lelte: they alſo marrie and give in marrt- 
age in thoſe Churches, which is altogether to be abhoꝛ d, which is a great 
hmozantce to pꝛopagation, when a man is tped to ons woman. 
Lbefe my dearelp beloved, ace iufallible ſignes of poperie nour iſhed in 
their hearts, and erp3zeſſed in hetr actions: but there fs one thing moze 
cheriſhed and ka donred as their chiele darling, which J am afrais is a lin 
to name. Belee ve me bꝛethꝛen, it ſticks fnmy iawes very hard, it is a 
Crtolle, tis a Craſte J ſay: Do not they ſet upon their Jdolatrous Chur⸗
